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- The. Tryal being over, he was not carried 
back again to the Tower, but to Newgate,where 
he remained till -his Execution : Dr. Twlotſon, 
Dr. Buract, and ſeveral other Reverend Dl- 
vines were admitted to vilit him during the 
time of his being in Newgate, which time he 


\ ſpent in fitting and preparing himſelf for his 


approaching Death. Several Applications 
were made to the King by himſelf, his Rela- 


- tions, and other Perſons of Quality, to obtain 


his pardon, which could not be procured ; but 
the King graciouſly mitigated the ſeverity 
of the Sentence, and permitted him to be be- 
headed ; which was done on Saturday, 7-- 
ly 21. 1683. | 
The morning being come, . his Lady, the 
Lord Cavendiſh, and divers more of his Friends 
went to Newgate to pay him their laſt Vihr, 
and fſtay'd with him till nine of the clock ; a- 
bout which time the Sheriffs came to ſee if he 
were ready ; and preſently after hecame out 
and having taken his leave of his ſorrowfal 
Lady, and the reit of his Friends, he-went 
into his own Coach ( wherein'likewiſe were 
Dr. T:totſon and Dr. Barnet) in which he 
went through Holburn, which was every 
where crowded with Spefators, to the place 


of Execition .in great Lizcolns-Inn Fields : +4 
Whenhe came to the Scaffold, which was co- 2 
vere all over with Mourning, and invironed:

when hecame to the top of the Scaffold, with

were there, ſeeming not to be at all daunted - 


at his approaching Fate : He had on a black 
Sute, and a fair light Wigg, and was1o tall 
and proper a perſon; chat he was eaſily ſeen 
by the numerous Spectators, who crowded 
to behold his Execution; above thereſt of thoſe 
who were on the Scaffold. When he had 
been there a little while, he addreſſed him- 
ſelf to the Sheriff in the following Speech.

[| Expefted the noiſe would be ſuch that I ſhould 


not be very well heard : 1 was never fond of 
much ſpeaking, much leſs now ; therefore I have
